The case was adjourned till Oc¬ 
tober 9th. 

Evidence of the excellent standard 
of this season’s wheat is given in one 
day’s inspections when of B9 cars two 
graded No. I- - hard, 40 No. 1 Northern 
9 No. 2 and 2 No. 3. The wheat came 
from fairly well scattered districts. 

What are you doing this year to 
help the Red Cross Cause? There is 
great need for liberal support to the 
cause and every person residing in 
this favored district should endeavor 
to help those who are need of assist¬ 
ance. 

Lectures at Alberta University for 
the fall term began the past week and 
registrations continued throughout the 
week. The attendance is expected to 
be fully as large as last year, which 
was a record, when Uie registration 
totalled 1341. 

According to a report from Leth¬ 
bridge, N. Peterson, operating a farm 
at Hill Spring, near there, has secured 
a total yield of 99 bushels of wheat 
to the acre on 56 acres within the 
past two seasens. Last year he thresh¬ 
ed 69- bushels- to the acre, and this 
season’s yield was 40 bushels to the 
acre. 

What have you done to observe Fire

the furnace, your woodshed and back 
yard ? Throughout the whole of C in- 
i da, fire prevention week is being et 
ferved and it is to be hoped that good 
will result from the same. 

Seed grain exhibits for the Interna¬ 
tional Show at Chicago this year will 
be gathered at the Provincial Seed 
Cleaning Plant at Edmonton, from the 
various exhibitors throughout the 
province. The Provincial Government 
will pay the express on the exhibits 
from Edmonton to Chicago. 

A shipment of two carloads of buf¬ 
falo hides left Wainwright, Alberta, 
via Canadian National Railways, for 
Quebec to be made up into robes for 
auto and sleigh riding purposes. These 
are from the buffalo killed in the big 
drive last spring, when the govern¬ 
ment decided that the size of the herd 
in the national park must be reduced. 

For the first time an Alberta lake 
has been stocked with adult black bass. 
Through the efforts .of the Northern 
Game and Fish Protective league, ttfo 
hundred adult black bass were shipped 
from Ottawa in a special Canadian 
National car, a present from Premier 
Ferguson, and were placed in Ministik 
Lake, in the Elk Island park east of 
Edmonton.

He 
owed about $6,000 and, to save his 
from being harassed his legal advisor 
placed him under the protection of the 
Drought Relief Act. The farmer did 
his best, but he expected that it would 
take five or six years of hard work 
and saving to square his indebtedness. 
This year he has a fair average crop. 
Prices are good. Now he is able to 
pay, out of this year’s harvest returns 
practically the whole of his indebted¬ 
ness. That farmer is back on his feet, 
and he will be able to go ahead adding 
to the agricultural wealth of Southern 
Alberta year by year He is a real 
asset to the community once more. 
The experience serves to teach two 
things: that Southern Alberta is a 
country with a great "comeback”, and 
that there is a real basis for optimism 
over the agricultural outlook today. 
There are hundreds of cases similar to 
that quoted above to support this con¬ 
tention.—Lethbridge Herald.

Premier King*- was non-committal 
on the completion of the Hudson Bay 
Railway proposition in his speech at 
Winnipeg on Saturday. He said if 
parliament introduced such a measure 
tlie Senate would reject it. 

The Australian writing on Kingship 
has the following which give* one a 
very good idea of ‘how the King of 
England and the Prince of Wales fol¬ 
low out to the letter what this editor 
has to say on the subject “The head 
of the state ought to b* above party, 
not the creature of it, nor dependent 
upon it, nor liable to be a victim of it. 
He should be trained to his office all 
through his life. He should be trusted 
by all parties because he belongs to 
none and is in a position to appreciate 
the merits of all. He should be super¬ 
ior to personal influences independent 
of every kind of favor, and beyond 
the constitutional monarchy is that it 
gives these' advantages and no other 
system of government does.” 

The Editor of the Dumfries Stan¬ 
dard, one of the Scottish Editors to 
visit Canada this year and inter¬ 
viewed many settlers from Scotland 
with the result he only came across 
one case <Sf man and wife advanced in 
years who were not satisfied. “What 
we did see,” he continues, “filled us 
with admiration for the machinery set 
up in Canada for advising and pro¬ 
tecting the man who wishes to settle 
on the land. Canada seems to reerg- 
nize that her agricultural population 
is the back bone of the country and 
that is the soundest political wis¬ 
dom to have prosperous and contented 
settlers. A good deal of the com¬ 
plaints that one hears about Canada 
arises from the fact that many men 
go out who are not really of the class 
that Canada requires. For their fail¬ 
ure to make good the country cannot 
be blamed. In the cities there are 
many unemployed, just as there are 
in our own, but the fact remains that 
many tliousands of Scotsmen who 
went out to Canada have fdund it a 
country where they can do well and 
I've free and happy lives.”

He submits patiently to the 
calculating stares of eastern plutes 
who float out periodically in their lux¬ 
uriant motor, cars to wonder just how 
much they can squeeze out of him this 
year. Sometimes he even- feeds them. 
The farmer good naturedly takes the. 
criticism of the city workmen, with 
their seven hour days who forget the 
farmer is the fellow who crawls out of 
bed at 5 a.m. so that the city workmen 
can soak his breakfast toast in sweet 
morning milk.—The Vancouver Sun. 

“I’m not worrying about the new 
Liquor Control Act,” said'Police Chief 
Taylor of Medicine Hat “I think it 
is working out admirably so far as 
this city is concerned.” Chief Taylor 
stated that only one drunk was record¬ 
ed during the whole of September, and 
so far this month there was no sign 
of any increase. This is as it should 
be all over the provinoe and It is the 
opinion of many that conditions are 
better now than during the “bootleg¬ 
ging” and moonshining” days. 

A railroad has to haul a ton of 
freight forty-eight miles to get the 
money with which to buy one pint 
of ink, according to an official in the 
research department of the .United 
States National Transportation In¬ 
stitute. To buy a cross-tie, a ton of 
freight must be hauled 76 miles; a 
hand latem, 105 miles; a freight car 
wheel 1,287 miles; a monkey wrench, 
116 miles; a day’s work of a machinist 
534 miles. These figures help us to 
realize that, comparatively speaking, 
freight is hauled cheaply by rail. 

HIGH MARK FOR GRAIN 

Telegraphic reports received by the 
C.P.R. from all over the province in¬ 
dicates that threshing has been halted 
all over. Much progress was made 
during the fine weather. Seventy-five 
per cent threshing was compelted last 
week at Vulcan, Granum and points 
south and east. At Nanton, Blackie, 
Claresholm, Cayley and High River, 
where the yield has been heavy, about 
fifty per cent has been threshed al¬ 
though west of here only about 25 per 
cent has been threshed. On Saturday 
last a new mark for the year was 
established for October wheat which 
closed at $1.62V4, of course grains, 
barley showed greatest strength, fin¬ 
ishing at 99.7-8, Oats dosed at 69% 
and rye at $1.33. Unfavorable wea¬ 
ther and bullish news from abroad 
caused the big jump on Saturday. 

WHY BIRDS GO SOUTH 

Scarcity of insects, owing to the 
approach of winter, and not cold 
weather, causes birds to start south 
when the frosts arrive, according to 
a western scientist. Seed or flesh¬ 
eating fowl, unaffected by the lack of 
bugs, survive all year as far north as 
the Artie Circle. While migrations 
are largely determined by the food 
supply, it is believed that habits in¬ 
herited from the glacial ages partly 
influences some species. The tern 
makes a continuous 11,000 mile 
flight between the pol&r regions of 
the north and south, while the gold¬ 
en plover, which spends its summers 
in the Artie and its winters in South 
America, goes first to Nova Scotia as 
it starts southward, and then flies- 2,- 
400 miles to Brazil.—Popular Meehan-

OUR IMPRESSIONS 

Being a Short Reoume of Trip Acroao 
The Ocean 


By Charles Clark 

One of the speakers at the news¬ 
paper convention at Stockport, was 
Mr. J. R. Scott, of the Manchester 
Guardian, son of the great editor of 
that English journal, and apostle of 
free trade. He told stories at the ex¬ 
pense of Manchester weather—of the 
man who, when asked how long last 
year’s fine weather had been, said he 
“thought that it was on a Wednes¬ 
day!” We left Manchester with very 
pleasant memories of a happy and 
profitable day and in the afternoon of 
Saturday, July 19 we arrived at Har¬ 
rogate at about six o’clock in the even¬ 
ing, the trip occupying about two 
hours bo complete. It was pleasant, 
after miles and miles of factories and 
chimneys, to view the surroundings of 
the Yorkshire Spa, which contrary to 
the impressions of many, is not on the 
sea but is in the centre of Yorkshire. 
Harrogate has delightful walks, on 
one of which we saw fire weed and 
bracken and trees not unlike that to 
be seen on Vancouver Island. Sunday 
morning we rootobed around Harro¬ 
gate and stopped at . Knavesborough 
and from there to a Mayorial recep¬ 
tion at the Royal Baths. 

It showered in the afternoon but 
that did not deter us from motoring to 
Fountains Abbey, where Dr. Moody, 
C.B.E., proved jl prince among guides, 
so that we saw in imagination the 
monks trooping down stone steps to 
the first office and the grandeur of the 
great fane which is now but ruins. As 
an instance of the exceptional privil¬ 
eges we enjoyed everywhere in Eng¬ 
land it may be cited that on no ac¬ 
count is the Abbey open on Sundays 
to visitors. It.was twenty years since 
this rule has been waived. The place 
is private property and our good 
friend on this occasion was the owner, 
Mr. Claire Vyner. 

There were two places of interest 
that proved very attractive while at 
Harrogate, one being Fountains Ab¬ 
bey, now in ruihs and used now as a 
centre of interest for sightseers. It 
is situated about fifeen miles from 
Harrogate, in a luxuriant valley, and 
is a relic of a thousand years gone by. 
The extent of the ruins indicate that 
not only an abbey, but an extensive 
monastry once existed on this site. 

It was originally built by an order of 
monks who desired to inflict on them¬ 
selves the utmost simpliciity of life 
and rigidity of customs. They added, 
as the centuriies passed, buildings to 
the original grqup, until in 1539 the 
order was disbanded, and the extensive 
group of structures were abandoned. 
Today, however, so much of the ruins 
remain that the manner of life of 
these men can be deduced. Their prim¬ 
itive kiitchen arrangements are still 
to be seen, and the stone mill where 
they ground their grain by hand is an 
object of curiosity. The old stairways 
leading up to their sleeping quarter? 
the cellarium where the lay order had 
their meals, the chapel, the parlor (or 
room where conversation might be 
carried on), the infirmary, and, of 
course, the abbey itself with its wide 
arches, pillars, the base of the high 
alter, niches with carven images, still 
well defined, are all exceedingly inter¬ 
esting, particularly when one remem¬ 
bers that these monks who lived in' 
'these buildings and followed here 
their stern code of self discipline, 
themselves carved every stone from 
the quarries still to be seen nearby 
and without the aid of any but their 
own hands laid them in place, even to 
the lofty tower of the abbey, which 
still rears its hehd high above the 
trees of the surrounding valley. The 
simple fact of the presence here of 
these ruins cannot but be enhanced by 
the knowledge of their origin, and as 
one gazes on them the imagination 
gives new form to the old walls, and 
the buildings are peopled again with 
those old monks who, two hundred 
strong lived their own lives in this 
self-contained, self-sustained commun¬ 
ity, retiring at 7o’clock every even¬ 
ing, and rising to commence a new 
day at 2 a.m. 

Fountains Abbey is now only a ruin 
and a memory, but it gives the visi¬ 
tor a keener appreciation and a better 
knowledge of life in the monasteries 
of centuries gone by, and of the influ¬ 
ence, great or small, which these men 
brought to bear on the age in which 
they lived. 

The other place of interest situated 
midway between Fountains Abbey and 
Harrogate, is the town of Ripon, one 
of the oldest and quaintest we have 
seen in England. Ripon is the sec¬ 
ond oldest chartered town in the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom, the oldest being York. 
Although in many respects Ripon is 
a modern town, it has lost none of its 
old-world charm, for its quaint cus¬ 
toms have been zealously guarded a- 
gainst extinction. Every evening as 
the curfew bell chimes in the cath¬ 
edral tower, the official horn-blower 
gives four long blasts at the market 
square and then proceeds to the May¬ 
or’s residence for a similar purpose. 
This is only one of a number of an¬ 
cient customs that still remain in the 
town, another being the “seeking” of 
the Mayor prior to his installation in 
the chair, the accompanying of His 
Worship to his residence after thr 
ceremony, and the fixing of the official 
“Mayor’s Lamp” at his gateway. 

The town of Ripon preserves many 
relics of its ancient past. The first 
written record of the town is in 661, 
when a monastry was founded there 
by the Scots. In 886 a charter was 
granted to the town of Ripon by King 
Alfred the Great, who presented to 
it a charter horn, on which the curfew 
hour was to be blown. A mpre mod¬ 
ern horn is now used by the official 
horn-blower, but one of the most 
prized relics of Ripon is the charter 
horn presented by King Alfred. It 
is now encased in a new oovering, 
and is, of course, priceless. A great 
many relics, hundreds of years old, 
were shown to us by the-Mayor, a- 
mong them being the town mace, dat¬ 
ing from 1604; the charter granted 
to the town in 1604 by King James 
I, and a minute book of the town 
council, covering the proceedings of 
the yearly meetings from 1667 to 1742. 

Originally the head man of the townji 
elected by his fellows, was called the 
“wakeman”. It was not until the 
16th century that he was called 
"mayor."’ Among other duties the 
wakeman was responsible for seeing 
that a watch was kept over the town 
during the night hours, and that the 
person so charged should cry out the 
hours of the night while making his 
rounds, such as, “Three o’clock, and 


all’s well." Hence the name of the 
head man, “wakeman.” A curious 
law was that if any person’s house 
was broken into or his property dam¬ 
aged during the night hours, the wake¬ 
man should be held responsible for the 
loss incurred, he being charged with 
setting a watch over the town. Need¬ 
less to say, the wakeman invariably 
chose a man in whose capability he 
had the utmost confidence. The offic¬ 
ial residence of the town’s wakeman 
still stands, dating from 1230, though 
of course some restoratioin work has 
had to be done. The original door, 
however, still remains in place. Above 
the entrance to the town hall, in gilt 
letters which stretch across under the 
gable, one reads this: “Except ye 
Lord keep ye cittie ye wakeman wake- 
th in vain. 

The Yorkshire Newspaper Society 
entertained us to tea at Ripon where 
the Mayoiv presided and afterwards 
explained the customs as above de¬ 
scribed. Motoring back to Harrogate 
we were then the guests of the Cor¬ 
poration at a delightful concert which 
included several Canadian items, ren¬ 
dered in an excellent manner. 

At 8:30 Monday, July 21, we left 
Harrogate for York arrivng there at 
about, nine o’clock. The Lord Mayor 
who received us was up early for he 
had to preside at two receptions and 
luncheons given to separate party of 
visitors, the Newspaper Editors and 
Advertising Convention. It was just 
after nine when we assembled in the 
state room of the Mansion House, 
where he and the Sheriff cut short 
their speeches so that we might have 
time to see as much as possible. Here 
as at every city we visited in England 
and Scotland, the heads of the various 
municipal or civic bodies got out their 
most precious treasures for our in¬ 
spection. These were of the greatest 
interest. We saw old charters, swords 
of state, corporation plate (gold and 
silver), quaint whistling pots (when 
drained of their contents you reverse 
them and whistle for more liquid), pic¬ 
tures and jewels, and “other articles 
too numerous to mention.” 

“Here as at other places there was 
in attendance some officer who vividly 
described these carefully-guarded pos¬ 
sessions, and so brought one into 
touch with the age-long history of 
these towns, all of which are interlink¬ 
ed with English and Soottish history 
since the dawn of our civilization. In 
the Guild Hall, at York, a few days 
previously, H.R.H. the Duke of York 
had unveiled a tablet, with accom¬ 
panying flags, presented a York from 
her “godchild," New Yorl^. On the day 
of our visit the city entertained there 
a large party of Americans who had 
been attending the Advertising con¬ 
vention in London. York’s beginnings 
go back to A.D. 70, when the Romans 
legions founded it. We saw many Ro¬ 
man antiquities after viewing the ruins 
of St. Mary’s Abbey. Most of these 
were coffins of stone, but One rare and 
unique exhibit was the auburn hair of 
a Roman lady, buried some eighteen 
hundred years ago. There are only 
two walled cities in England. We had 
walked on the walls of Chester, and 
now threaded along those of York to 
the geat Minster, the largest cathedral 
in England. It stands on the site of 
old Roman temples. You may gain 
an idea of its glorious west front and 
of its stained glass when you learn 
that the east window is exactly the di¬ 
mensions of a full-sized -tennis lawn! 
From thoughts of old invasions—of 
Romans, Saxon, Dane, and .Norman in 
turn—we come to echoes of modem 
war. It is after luncheon, and Sir 
Meredith Whittaker, for our hosts, the 
Yorkshire Newspaper Society, is tel¬ 
ling us how Canada’s gift of £60,000 
to Scarborough (his home) for those 
who Suffered from the bombardment, 
is still remembered with gratitude. 
York, he said, was one of the early 
homes of the printing press. He show¬ 
ed very clearly how the municipalities 
of England were the birthplaces of the 
democracy of the modern world. 

Amid cheers we left York for the 
north and, through Durham and New¬ 
castle and Berwick, we sped across the 
border and on to Edinburgh, a four 
hours’ run. 

Our entry into Scotland just north 
of Berwick was made the occasion by 
the Scotch element in our party to 
lustily sing favorite Scottish airs. 
They no doubt felt the thrill of “conv 
ing home” to the land of their forefa¬ 
thers. It was hoticeable that upon 
entering Scotland, the land appeared 
to be farmed in a more intensified 
manner than in England. That is the 
land seemed to be devided into smaller 
acreage and every acre appeared to 
to devoted to garden truck and grain 
crops while large stock farms appear¬ 
ed to be the order in England. Un¬ 
fortunately the weather was inclement 
upon our arrival and there was a 
doumess about the place that damp¬ 
ened the order of those who did not 
possess the scotch characteristics of 
taking such as they come. At any 
rate the clouds were dispelled and the 
sun shone so that we finally got a good 
view of the city from the Edinburgh 
Castle and during the afternoon the 
sun shone brilliantly which permitted 
us to see the country side in all its 
glory. Edinburgh has only a popula¬ 
tion of 350,000 pebple, but as a sight 
seeing centre it is a city of surpassing 
oeauty. The morning went all too 
quickly exploring the Castle with its 
armour and crown jewels, the old par¬ 
liament buildings and the church of 
St. Giles nearby. Princess Street is 
the main business thoroughfare of 
that city and is said to be one of the 
most beautiful streets in the world- 
Undoubtedly it was the finest seen 
during our travels. It is a wide clean 
street with almost a mile of splendid 
park lying along the west side, while 
above rises the height of loud topped 
by Edinburgh Castle, over 200 feet 
above Princes St. Midway along Prin¬ 
ces Street is to be seen the handsome 
memorial to Sir Walter Scott, which 
lifts its tower high into the air abov" 
the National Gallery with its Grecian 
columns nearby. The other side of 
the street boasts a business section of 
modem, well-stocked, stores, in which 
during our short stay, a preponder¬ 
ance of the shoppers appeared to be 
Americans and Canadians. 

In the gardens above mentioned 
where on a fine day evening thousands 
of people come to take the air and 
hear the band concerts, one of the 
unique sights is the great floral clock, 
a marvel of invention. The entire face 
of the clock is marked out by flowers 
and small plants of a light green 
shade. The minute and hour hands 
are so made that they are composed 
also of growing flowers. The clock 
keeps perfect time, and is constantly 
surrounded by a crowd of interested 
sight-seers. The face is so large that 
one can see the minute hand move for- 
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ward slightly every few seconds. 

The city of Edinburgh as a whole 
impresses one as being much cleaner 
than many of the cities where manu¬ 
facturing is carried on to a large ex¬ 
tent. It also has the appearance of 
being much more modern, in that the 
streets are wider and the stores and 
residences of comparatively recent ar¬ 
chitecture. The older portion of the 
town, adjacent to the Castle, has nar¬ 
row streets and dingy, unattractive 
homes. Almost any city has its poor¬ 
er quarter, however, and Edinburgh 
is undoubtedly the most attractive city 
we have seen sinoe leaving London. 

Du.'ing our rambles through the old 
country we visited many historic cath¬ 
edrals, and interesting cemeteries. In 
one churciiyard we read the following 
inscriptjoff: 

Heresies the body of Sarah S. Gwynne 
who was so very pure within, 

She broke her outer shell of Sin 
And hatched herself a cherubim. 

While at Stirling, Scotland we came 
across this one: 

Our life is but a winter day, 

Some only breakfast—and away, 
Others to dinner stay and are full fed 
The oldest nran but sups and goes to 
bed. 

Large is his debt that lingers out the 
day, 

He that goes soonest has the least to 
pay. 

This Epitaph was engraved on an 
old tombstone in Chester: 

Here lies the body of Sarah Goff 
She had a bad leg and had a bad cough 
You may think it strange, but do not 
scoff, 

It was the bad leg that carried her off. 

A Gloucestershire Epitaph reads as 
follows: 

“Here I lie, and my two daughters, 
Who died through drinking Chelten¬ 
ham waters. 

If we hail stuck to Epsom salts. 

We shouldn’t be lying in these ’ere 
vaults. 

Here is another in memory of 
Thomas Thatcher, a grenadier in the 
Hants Militia, who died in 1761 aged 
61 years: 

“Here sleeps in peace a Hampshire 
Grenadier, 

Who caught his death by drinking cold 
small beer; j 

Soldier, be wise from his untimely fall, 
And when you’re hot—drink strong 
or none at all.”
